lir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
health  for  I963. 

This  is  a  record  of  the  state  of  the  public  healtti  for  the  year  under 
consideration. 

Your  attention  is  drawn  to  the  following  iteiiiS  of  special  interest. 

The  population  continues  to  rise  steadily.  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  is 
still  below  the  national  figure.  The  levels  of  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate, 
Stillbirth  Rate  and  Standardised  Death  Rate  are  most  satisfactory  and  it  will  be  seen 
tliat  they  are,  in  all  three  cases,  lower  tlian  the  rates  for  iingland  and  T^’ales. 

Infectious  diseases; 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  there  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  and 
tliis  continued  nearly  throughout  the  year.  On  page  five  is  a  table  of  notifiable 
Infectious  diseases  occurring  during  the  past  five  years.  It  is  there  recorded 
that  there  liave  been  no  cases  ©f  Pr lionyelitis  in  tliis  Rural  District  for  five  years. 
This  happy  state  of  affairs  has  been  brought  about  by  tlie  almost  universal  enthusiasm 
with  wiiich  the  Public  have  accepted  ?olioii^v’’elitis  vaccination. 

It  is  also  recorded  that  there  vrere  no  cases  of  Diphtlieria,  This  is  because 
so  many  parents  have  had  their  babies  immunised. 

No  cases  ©f  T3T2hoid  of  Paratyphoid  fever  were  notified.  Tliis  was  made  possible 
by  the  unceasing  vigilance  of  Public  Health  staffs  up  and  dov/n  the  country. 

Tuberculosis ; 

There  were  ten  fewer  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register,  that  is  kept  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  at  the  end  of  the  year  than  there  had  been  at  the  beginning. 
Eleven  patients  were  cured.  Two  people  died  but  from  causes  other  than  tuberculosis. 
Three  new  cases  were  discovered,  Ttie  outlook  in  respect  of  this  disease  is  indeed 
bright.  It  can  be  cured,  and  cured  fairly  quiclcly.  No  one  need  fear  the  discovery 
of  tliis  disease  in  himself  any  more.  Treatment  no  longer  involves  a  stay  of  several 
years  in  hospital.  It  is  often  only  a  matter  of  a  few  montlis.  Tuberculosis 
is  on  the  way  out.  It  is  up  tc  us  all  to  hurry  it  on  its  way.
